do call to remembrance the great and wonderfyl 
benefits and favours the moſt high God ſhewed un- 
tothem, in delivering them out of the Bondage of 
Egipt, Anno Mundi 2.453. by a ſtrong hand, and 
ſtretched out arm, with great Signes and Wonders, 
M)fes and Aron beins their Leaders and Captaines, 
and condufted them to a Land ſometimes flowing 
with Milk and Honey. But the Chriftians do) Cele- 
brate the Solemity of this Feaſt not 1m commemg- 
ration of any eartÞiy benetit, or temporal favour 
received, but 13 11em2ry of that tranſcending bene- 
fit, which God vouctifafc 4; nt to deliver any pe- 
cular, or particular people, but the whole World; 
not from the ſervitude of Pharaob, or any Tyrants, 
but frm the tyranny of the Devi]; not by the inter- 
ceding of Moſes and Aron, in the total deſtru@ion 
of the Egiptians, but by the mediation of his only 
Son Chrift Feſus, wao ſpared him not, but through 
his great love to Mankind, ſuffered him to be cruci- 
fed for us,that we ſhould not any more paſs through 
the red Sea, but be wathed of our {mtil pollutions 
by his moſt precious blood , which he ſhed for our 
ſakes; who1s our Leader and Captain to the Land 
of the Living, ever flowing with Milk and Honey, 
promiſed co all the Godly from the beginning of 
the World; or which 1s all one, That we might 
attainco that Heavenly Hieruſatem , in which no 
defiled thing can enter. So that hence may be ob- 
ſerved, that the Paſcha, or Paſſeover in the Old 
Teſtament mentioned, was not inſtituted only for 
the Fewes in memory of their deliverance out of the 
Captivity of Egipt, (for they were in the Ro 
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but the Chriftians in the Cnn-ſhine;) but that ic 
ſhould be a Type of the Mc=ilias, through whoſe 
Blood all Mankind might be freed from the Caprtivi- 
ty and Tyranny of Sin, Death, the Devil and Hell ; 
which Saine Fohz reſpeCte! when heteeing Jeſus 
coming to lim, ſaid, Be" id the Lamb of God which 
trheth away the Sins of the IVorld, Cop. 1. ver, 20. 
And ſeeing this laſt benebt, doth far tranſcend that 
of the Fewes : Let none wonder if the Chriſtian 
Church have been alwates ſtudions and (ollicitous, 
as not only tne Biſhops, but the Gecamenical or 
Genera] Councels have diligencly preicribed what 
time, and day of the year, with what Rites and 
Ceremonies the Holy Feait of EasTEex ſhould 
be Celebrated , that a!] Controverſies which hap- 
pened concerniag the fame in the Primitive times, 
betwixt thoſe called the Carbolicks and the © varto- 
decimant , then termed Hereticks , as alſo amongſt 
the Catholicks themſelves, might be removed and 
taken away , which was accompliſhed by the tirſt 
Oecumenical or General Councel at Nice in the year 
aiter Chritt 326. the Cannons or Rules of which 
Councel were, Firft, That the Equinc&ial day 
ſhould be alwaies held on the 275. day of March, 
Secondly, That the Full Moon happening upon the 
21. day of March, or the next day after, ſhould 
be counted the Full Moon of the Month Niſav. 
(which is part of March and April with us ) 
Thirdly, That che Sunday or Lords day , which 
next followed that ſucceeding Full Moon, ſhould 
be Eaſter day ; but ifthe 14. day of the Moon ſhould 
happen tobe on rhe Sunday, or Lords day, then the 

i next 
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next Lords day ſhonld be Eaſter day ; Leaſt, that 
the Feaſt of Eqfter ſhould be kept on theſame day 
the Fewes kept their Paſſeover : So that the 14. day 
of the Moon, next after the Vernal Aquinox,by the 
Councel of Nice, was decreed to be the bound, 
jimit, or term of Eaſter ; and that Eaſter ſhould be 
Celebrated on the next Lords day,which ſucceeded 
its But if that term, or x4. day of the Moon ſhould ' 
happen on Sunday, or the Lords day, then Faſter 
_ day ſhould be kept on the next .Lords day which 
followed. And this is the Summeof the ſaid Decree 
of the Councel of Nice ; of which there are theſe 
three principal reaſons, 

Firſt, That there might be ſome Analogy or 
Correſpondency betwixt the Jewiſh and Chriſtian 
Paſcha, or Eajter; but, fo chat the Jewiſh folemnicy 
might at no time concurre with the Chriſtians me- 
morial of the Reſlurre&ion of Chrift. 

Secondly, That it ſhould be alwayes kept on the 
Sunday or Lords day , on which/Chrift aroſe from 
Death, and not as the Fewes, which (at the firſt as 
God commanded) kept1t on what day of the Week: 
toever the fail yy. day of the Moon in the month 
Niſzn, or dar, happened to be. 

Third[y, That at notime an Eclipſe of the Sun 
ſhould be ſeen, on, or at the Feaſt of Eafter, as that, 
Wwaich was miraculous at the death of Chriſt, and 
contrary to the courte of Nature, happening at the 
Full Moon, leaſt it might give occaſion to the Fewes 
and Intidels to caltunuiate che Chriſtians, 

Butnot to be too prolix in the Preface of this 
Lifcourſe, Let us remember that Efter is the le: 
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 cipal of all other Feaſts,and was ſo ordained of God 
at the firft. And, at this day there be three ſorts, 
that 1s, 

Firſt, The Paſcha Hebreorum,or the Fewes Eaſter, 
the word Peſh or Phaſe, hgnifying Tranſitzs, or a 

Paſſing Over, which the Fewes keep in memory of 
the Angels Tranſicing the Iſraelites Houſes in their 
Captivity or Bondage in Egzpt, as may be read in 
Exodus 12. 12, 13, &c. and this their Eaſter was by 
God commanded to be kept the 14. day (of the 
Moon,for ſo the Fewes do count their dayes) of the 
firſt month called Nifarn , which day at Even was 

the Lords Pafleover , andthe 15. day ſhould be the 
holy Convocation, as yuu may ſeein the ſaid Exod. 

12.18. Levit. 23,5. Demut, 16: 1. Numbers 28. 16, 

and this 15. day is held or accompred tobe the firſt 

day after the firſt Fall Moon after the Spring Equi=- 

noCtial. But this inſtitution the Fewes altered, hold- 

1ng a ſuperſtitious opinion of dayes, and would not 

keep their Exfter upon a Munday, Wedneſday, or 

Friday , breaking thereby the Commandment of 
God, like a ſtiff-necked people, as in 2 Kings 23, 
21, 22, &c, but now they keepir as formerly, Lec 
thus much ſuffice for the Jewiſh Eaſter. 

The Second Paſchz or our Exfter, is indeed Paſchs 
Ferum, ifour Calender were reformed, and we res 
tain the word Paſha in remembrance of Chriſts 
| Reſurrection (not only as the Fewes did, who killed 
a Lamb; and the blood thereof was to be ſtrikea on 
the door poſt of their Houſes, that it ſhould be a 
| Token thereupon that when the Lord ſhould ſee 
the blood, he would paſs over them, as in the ſaid 

AS: 12, cap, 
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12, chap of Exodus more at large you may read: 
And this was a T vpe of the Lamb of God our Savi- 
our, his Son Jeſus Chriſt , who was crucified for 
the Salvation of al the World;) but for that at that 
time when Chriſt ſuffered , Tranſit ad Patrem, for 
Peſah, or Phaſe, fignifi-2t Tranfitum, as St. Auguſtine 
npon the 53. Pialſme , Tranſfitus fit faius de teteri 
Vita,innovam. So alſo in his Epiſtle 57. to Dardanys, 
and hkewiſe 11 his x 19. Epiſtle. 

Others do ſay, the word Pefah or Phaſe, comes 
from a Word in Hebrew , which {1giihes Parcere, vel 
miſereri zupon which the Chaldee Paraphraſe, or ex- 
poſition on the 12th, of Exodus, retain the word 
Miſereri, quia vidilicet Angelus vaſt.:tir tranfultendy 
pepercit, et miſe; tus eſt, Hence it hath been a Cuitome 
in England, when the Plague doth vilit any Houſe 
(from which good Lord deliver us) a Red Crofs is 
made upon the Door thereof, and there is written 
thereon, Loz2d have Mercy npon us , as liaving 
ſome Analogy with that mentioned in che twelfth 
of Exodus, 

Now tothe matter in hand ; Our Eur was or- 
dained 325. or 326. years after the lacarnation of 
Chriſt ; For Conſt.mtinus Magnns noting the errors 
riſen amongſt the Congregations of the Chriſtians, 
aſſembled a Councel at Nice, (trom alt Nations, ) 
whereinthere were 318. Bithops,and other Learned 
men, afwe]l Greeks , Latins, and Egiptians , ſuch 
that could weil determine of the morions of the 
Caleſt'al bodies ; amongſt whom was Exſeb3us Bi- 
ſhop of Ceſarez chief, being an excellent Mathema- 
tictan; and hekept them two years upon his ou 
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coſts and charges: Ando in the year 326-afcer the 
Incarnation, There was a new Decemnoval orGolden 
Number invented, differing from that che Komzns 
chen uied, which made it the longer, before they 
would conſent untoit; For by this new Cycle, 
Eafter ſhoitld be Celebrated upon the Sunday next 
following the firſt Full Moon, that ſhould happen 
after the entratice of ti Sun into Aries, which was 
then the 21. day of Marcy; but this Inſtitution con- 
tinued not paſt ſeven years after the Conncel of 
Nice : For in the year of Chriſt'333. or chereabouts, 
there fell differences between the Romans and the 
Greeks about the ſame, which differences continued 
. neer 200. years 3 But then in the time of Fuftinzan 
the Emperour , Dionyſus Exignus an Abbot of 
Rome, an excellent Man, and worthy Roman, in 
the year from the Birth of Chriſt 527. invented 
Tables, and began the Epocha Nativitatus Chriſti, the 
25. day of December, Anno Mundi 3949. and this 
is called the Vulgar and Dzonyſian Accompr, though 
the true Accompt happens Anno Myundz 3948. be- 
cauſe Chriſt was born Anno Mundi 3947. according 
tothe ſaid Dzonzfivs his computation : This Dzony- 
frus in the ſaid year of Curiſt 527. began to draw 
Paſchal Tables, and Rules Eccleltaſtical, according 
asit was ordained at the Councel of Nice, which he 
finiſhed Anno CErijtz 532. though at the Councel of 
Chalcedon (which was 136. years after the Councel 
of Nzce, and the fourth Oecumenical or General 
Councelin the year of Chrift 45 1- or thereabouts, 
wherein there were 630: Biſhops ; ) it was eſtabliſh- 
ed, That whoever held any other Eafter then that 
| after 
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after the Statutes of Rome,. ſhould be counted an 

Heretick: But theſe Tables of Dzonyſins, and the 

Decemnoval or Golden Numbers (which Eraſmus 

Schrekenfaſius calls, Nvbile et Magnum inventum) for 

he the ſaid Dionyſins invented them , and placed 

them in the Calender, and ſet them over againſt that 

day on which the Moon changed,or was New Moon, 

and it was called Anreus Numerus, ©uod quemidmo- 

aum me:liante Auro, omnia fiant venalia, ita per hunc 

numerum in Eccleſia repertantur fere omnia Feſta mobi. 

lia, I fay it was ſet in the Calender in Golden (or 

as ſometimes I have ſeen it in Red) Letters, for 

diſtin&tions fake, and was made uſe of from that 

time to this very day, though it hath changed its 

place to the begining of every month from its firſt 

poſition, by which means inſtead of a Golden Num- 

ber,(unleſs itbe reſtored toits true placeJit maybe- 

comea leaden one; for in every 19, years there is a! 

anticipation , or if you will a retroceſſion of one 

hour 3o. minutes, and in every 304. years, there 

1s gone back 24. houres , or a whole day; fo that 

ſince its firſt poſition in the Calender, it hath remo- 
ved its place to the begining of each month, almoit 
five dayes, (and yetno man durſt prefirme to alter 
the Feaſt of Eaſter, though they ſaw the AquinoRi- 
um ſtill fly back from the 21. of March, on which 
day at the time of the Councel of Nzce was the Ver- 
nal Aquinox) in ſomuch as it 1s now in the Dzonyſian 
Calender, or if you will as it is uſed in Ezgland.a1d 
in ſome other parts beyond Sea, about the 10. or 
11.09f Mzrch; by reaſon of which anticipation ſince 
the Birth of Chriſt, or rather from Falius Ceſar's 
c1Mme 
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time tothis year 1664. there are, between 12. and 
13. daies gone back; for every yearic doth antici- 
pateor go back ro. minutes, 44. ſeconds; and in 
every 134. years It gueth back 24. houres, or a 
whole day ; for inthe time of Fulws Ceſar it was 
obſerved to be on the 25. day of March, or there- 
about, andit is now above 1700. years fince. 

This Emperour Fulizs Ceſar the fiſt Roman 
Monarch, Anno Mind: 3902. and in the 45. year be- 
fore the birth of Chriſt, and the year before he was 
ſlaine in the Senate houſe by 23. Wounds , noteing 
the falſe1eſs of the year then uſed ; for there were 
4. ſeveral Calenders uſed, one by Romulus, ( Anno 
ante Chriſtum 75 2.) which was, That the year thould 
conliſt of ten Months, or of 304. daies , which be-, 
cauſe it agreed neither with the motions of the Sun 
or Moon, laſted but 45. years. 

The Second was the Pompilzan Calender (Ante 
Nativitatem Chrifti 71 4.) to which was added two 
Months, and then the year had 3 65. daies. 

The Third was the Second Pompzlian year, not in 
adding, or abateing any thing of the year, but in 
c1anging the daies of the Moneths; for every 
moneth had daies alloted them, bur Febrzary, of 
even and uneven daies interchangeably, as Fanuary 
31. March 31. April 30. May 3. and (o every other 
moneth differed one day, except Febrzary, which 
had 29.daies, the whole twelve Moneths making 
365. daies as before; and this Calender was uſed to 
the 450. years before Chriſt. 

TheFourth was the Calender of the Decemvirs, 
who finding that the Greecian Calender was truer 
then 
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then the former , by reaſon of their intercalation 
once in two years; thoſe Decemvrrz brought the 
Intercalation to be once 1n 3, years, which was much 
neerer the truth then the former,and this continued 
cothe 45. years before the Birth of Chriſt. 

Ifay this learned noble Romer Emperour, Fulins 
Ceſar,noteing as before the fa}ſeneſs orincompoſed- 
neſs of the year before, and at that time in uſe ; by 
the Councel of Soſigenes an excellent Mathematician 
framed the year to conliſt of 365. daies, 6. houres, 
upon which theſe Verſes were made, 

L. X.V. tria C. capit Annus quilibet in ſe, 
Addito VI. boras, Anni compleveris oras, 

And becauſe it would be dithcult to compute 
theſe 6. houres every year, (for ſhould you begin 
this year at Noon, of any one day, it muſt end the 
next year pon the ſame day, at 6. hours after noon, 
and the next year following it would be at Midnight; 
and the third year 18. houres from noon; and in 
the fourth year 24. houres, or oneday ; ) ſo that we 
ſhould drive the begining of the year every four 
yearsa day further , without the geting of a day; 
ſo that in 124. years or thereabouts, the Annunci- 
ation of the Virgin Mary would fall to be where 
St. Markthe Evangeliſt's day is, or a day ſooner. 

To avoid which inconvenience Fulins Ceſar con- 
cluded that at every four years end there ſhould be 
a day gotten by the ſurplus of the fix houres in every 
year; for four times ſix houres makes 24. houres, 
which is a day, which day he added to February, be- 
cauſe it 15 the ſhorteſt moneth , and according to the 
Ancients and our Church Accompt the laſt moneth : 
at 
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and chis day is pur in the 25, of Febrzary inthe Leap 
year, or every fourth year. And from thence the 
Hebdomatical or: Week-day-Letters receive a 
change; aud che Letter F is twice repeated, and 
St, Matthias day is obferved on the later F where- 
4s in the common year it is onthe 24. of Febrzary, 
againſt which the Letter F alwaies ſtands in the 
Calender.To which purpoſe there is an old Verſe. 
Biſſextum ſexte Martis tenwere Calende, 
P:fteriore die, cetebrantur feſta Mathie. 

So that we may obſerve the Filian year is two- 
fold, common of 365, dayes , and Biſſextile or 
Leap-year of 366. daies, and it is called Bifſextile 
of Bis, and Sex, becauſe the jixt Calends of March, 
is twice repeated, and this 6th. Calends of March 
3s alwaies the 24th. day of February; and in the 
Leap-year, the 24. and 25. day of Fevruary are 
counted bur as one day, vis. The 6th. Calends of 
March, and the Dominical Letter which was in 
Fanuary and all February before tiat day is changed 
110 the preceding Alphabetical Letter, as this year 


1664. being Leap-year, the Dominical Letter in the 


Engliſh accompt in Fanuary was (C ati fois all Fz2u- 
ary and February; but the next Sunday after Saint 
Mathias his day , being the 28. of February at is 
changed into B and (© ſerves for Sunday Letter all 
the year following ; and yet the Letter A ends the 
year, and begins the year, and thus it doth every 
year. Sothen Fevruary may be called Menſis interca- 
laris, and the 25, day thereof, Dies 72tercalarss. 

Sn that we may ſee by reaſon oi this Anticipation, 
Intercalation, and preceilion, or retrogreflion of the 
Equinox 
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Equinox before remembred, contrary to the intent 
of the Nicene Councel, who much minded not the 
preceſſion of the Aquinox, there doth often happen 
two Full Moons before we can keep onr Eaſter: 

Which was the chief cauſe that Pope Gregory the 
XIII. in the year of Chriſt 1582. altered the Calen- 
der and made a new Paſchz, or third Faſter, by 
which meanes there is ſometimes ſeven dayes be. 
ewixt our Faſter and the Romans, ſomerimes 23, 
dayes, and fometimes 35. daies , as ina Table ſhall 
be plainly ſhown; Nay, if the World ſhould Jaft 
ſome Hundreds of years, there would happen 42. 
daies, yea and 49. dayes difference betwixt ot 
E after and the Romans; if our Calender be not cor- 
re&ed and reformed, which I ſhall not preſumets 
argue or determine; [ ſhall only endeavour tounde- 
ceive thoſe that think we are in the wrong, of which 
chereare not afew. 

Asinthe year 1640. in which I was fent for (by 
King Charles the Firſt of bleſſed Memory) concer- 
ning the ſame matter, and did fatisfie his Majelty : 
So likewiſe 1n this year 1664. wasa rumour raiſed, 
that we had not placed Exfter onthe right day of the 
moneth in our Calenders, becauſe the Roman Eaſter 
happened tobe on our Palm-Srnday ; but had thoſe 
Find-faults obſerved the years 1641. 1644. 1669. 
or the laſt year 1663. they might have found 35. 
dates difference betwixt our Exfter, aud the Gregori- 
ans or Romans Eaſter. 

But to ſpeak the eruth, by reaſon the Golden 
Numberis anticipated fince its firſt Inſtitution al- 
moſt five daies fromits primitive place, and ſo doth 

not 
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nol point out the day of New Moons in the Engl: 
Calender for which it was intended, 1t often comes 
to paſs, that E:fter may be Celebrated on the 25. 
day of the Moon ; when as by the Antient Fathers 
ofthe Church and Councels, the conſtant limit of 
Egfter was inclufively between the 15. day of the 
Moon tothe 21. day: And truly from the year of 
Chriſt x500. to the year 1582. there was 29. Eaſters 
rightly , and 54. undue)y obſerved; ſo I may fay 
from the year 1600, to this year 1664. there hath 
31, Eafters been kept truly, and 34. unduly : Beſides 
the Vernal Equinox in the Engliſh Accompt doth 
not happen on the 21. day of March, as in the time 
of the Councel of Nice, but now 1s 1n that Accompe 
about the 190. or 11, of March, by which meanes it 
may ſocome to paſs that Eaſter may be Celebrated _ 
1n the ſecond moneth, and that will be as oftenas 
the Golden Numbers 3, 6.8. 11. 14. 19. ſhall be in 
ule, yea 35, daies more Jatter then the Decrees of the 
Fathers and Councels intended; for {> it did (as 
formerly) in the years 1603. 1606. 1614. 1617. 
I 622. 1633. 1636. 1641. 1644. 1660. and the laft 
year 3663. and will doſoagain, 1671. 1674, &c. 
and will doſo fhill in divers years, if the Calender 
be not reformed: andif the \World ſhould continue 
co the year of Chriſt 2437. there will be 42. dayes 
difference; bur in the year of Chriſt 4609 if the 
Calender be not reformed, and the World laſt fo 
long, there will be 49. dayes difference. And this 
3s obſervable that from the year of Chriſt 1582. in 
which the Reformation was made {and ten dayes of 
alteration was made in the year) to the year of 
Chrift 
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Chriſt 2698. yet to come, which is the ſpace of x 116 
years, there may in divers years happen no differ. 
ence, (except the 10. dayes before remembred, 
which is every year) but after that year, the Cele- 
bration of Eaſter will differ every year, ſometimes 
more, ſometimes Jeſs, of which you may be fatisfi- 
ed in Clavizs in his fifth Tome, to which 1 refer you; 
and of this I ſhall make a Temporary Table for ſome 
years tO come, 

Belides theſe diſcommodities and abfurdities, 


which may happen in the ſylemnity of Exfter, others . 


will follow, (had not the Calender been reformed) 
as the day of .Clirift; birth uſually obſerved the 25. 
day of December, which then was the Winter ſolſtice, 
would ſlide to the Vernal Equinox, and 1s Incarna- 
tion, which was at the Vernal Equinox, wid run 
tothe Summer Solftice, and St. Fohn B2jtilPs day 
would be at the Autumnal Equiaox , the Winter 
Solſtice would be in Ofober, and the Spring Equi- 
nox would be in F2nwary, as by what hath been ſaid 
may be underſtood. 

Therefore in the faid year 1582. the aforeſaid 
Pope Gregory the 1;. reſolved and decreed the reſti- 
tution of the Equinox to that time it was at the 
Councel of Nzeto amend the Limits of the new 
Moons in the Calender , and to innovate, or makea 
new alteration of the Cycle of the Sun ; and for 
chat purpoſe he thought it rather fit to reduce the 
Equinottial day tothe 21. of Mzrch,then to let it be 
on the 11th. as it then in that year was; or as ſome 
would have had it to the 25, day, (as indeed ic 


ſhould be) to aveid,as then was thought,the greater ' 


Ge inconvenience; 


es Tn 
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inconvenience; and therefore (treading in the ſteps 
of the Nicene Councel ) it was reduced by an ex- 
emption of ten dayes from the moneth of October, 

for ſome reaſons not worth naming) fo that the 5. 
day thereof ſhould be called the 15. and he would 
rather that this ſhould be ſo done in one moneth, and 
year , then in many years and moneths , that the 
Corre&ion might not beimpediced, nor the courſe 
of the Dominical Letters might be ſuddenly broken 
off: Having thus reduced the day of the EquinoCtial 
toits place, there wanted a meanes or method to 
fix the Equinox, that it might not as before, by lit- 
tle and lictle flide back to the beginning of the 
moneth z in which reſpe&, although chere was the 
createlt reaſon to have had conſideration of the mo- 
tion ofthe Sz7, yet was it not thought fit to reſpet 
the Suns true motions, nor preciſely his mean mo- 
tions, but rather to find out ſome Cycle more eaſie 
for the underſtatiding of common Capacities ; for 
the true motions were rejedted becauſe of their in- 
equality, ſometimes being ſlower, and other whiles 
fwifter; in aſſigning of which, there hath alwayes 
ſome difference amongſt the moſt skilful Aſtrono- 
mers happened ; and althongh they ſhould have a- 
oreed, and in that particular have framed (as there 
arenow extant) moft exat Rules and Tables, yet 
11 vain had it been to have brought in uſe , the 
reckoning of houres and minutes, becauſe,in reſpect 
of thedifference of Meridians, that labour might 
have been (pared: As for example, ſhonld the Ver- 


nal Equinox at Rome happeathe 21. day of March

the dayes and nights were equal. 

Therefore the Pope, &c. admitted of that Cycle 
whicu ſhould retain the Vernal Equinox,to, orneer- 
eſt the 21. day of March ; And becaule it was ob- 
ſerved that the year accoruing to the Sun's mean 
motion did not cnlift of 365. dayes 6. hovres, but

that it would foliow , ſometimes the EquincCial 
would more {lÞwly go back from the 21. of Mzrch, 
as'Clavins declares in Lib. 1. Cap. 5. & Calendars z 
neither did they judge 1t would be any hinderance

There are divers other Tables extant in many 
Authors, all tending to the finding out of Eaſter: 
in the Enz/;ſh Accompt ; but I have made uſe and 
choice of this, not ſomuch for the facuity thereof, 
but for the Antiquity and the reception thereof in 
the Church of England: It hath been uſed time out 
of mind, and annexed to the Common Prayer Book 
ever ſince the comyilins thereof , in King Edward 
the Sixths time, Qreen Elzzabeth, King Fames, 
King Charles the Fiift, and ftnce his Majeſties happy 
Rettauration iving Ch2rles the Second tow reigning, 
whom God preterve ; and isnow Printed in the 
Large Common Prayer Book uſed in the Church, 
Printed 1662 andinlefſer Volums, now uſedia the 
Church of Engl:nd; and therefore] hopeit 1s no 
offence to make uſe of the ſame, which if thoſe bu- 
lie bodies, or Find-faults (thar lately raifed a Ru- 
mour that the Holy Feaft of Eſter was miſtimed,or 
not rightly placed in the Almanacks publithed this 
year 1664.) had peruſed, there had been no fuck 
buzzing in the peopies heads ; and ] might have ſpa- 
red my labour. But enough of this, 

[3 the beginning of this Diſcourſe, F told you that 
tht: Canon, or Rule of the Councel of Nice, for the 
tinding and celebrating of Eaſter, was this, That 
the EquinoGtial day ſhould be alwaies held on the 
21.0f March, and that the Sunday, or Lords day 
which next followed the Full Moon, which was nexc 
after that 21, of March, fhould be Eafter day ; but 
if that full Moon ſhould bappen on a Sunday , then 
the next Sunday after that ſhon}d be Exfter day : 1

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a1d you may know that although all the moveable 
Feaſts depend upon Eaſter , yet Eafter doth not de-
